The  following  extract  from  the  First  Annual  Report  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Avon  Place  Home  gives  very  briefly  the  facts  con¬ 
nected  with  the  establishment  of  the  Home:  — 

“On  the  30th  of  May,  1874,  the  Home  was  established  through  the 
benevolence  of  Mr.  James  Huntington,  who  at  that  time  was  able  to  carry 
into  effect  a  long-cherished  plan  by  which  the  comforts  of  a  Home  could 
be  furnished  to  destitute  children.  After  a  few  months,  it  was  Mr.  Hun¬ 
tington’s  wish  to  give  up  the  care  of  the  Home,  and  it  was  therefore,  in 
November,  1874,  established  as  a  Corporation  under  the  laws  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  The  following  persons  were  appointed  by  Mr.  Huntington  to  act 
as  Trustees:  Rev.  Dr.  A.  P.  Peabody,  Rev.  D.  O.  Mears,  Mrs.  B.  F.  Wyeth, 
Mrs.  H.  W.  Paine,  Mrs.  Lovering,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Tyler,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Richard¬ 
son,  Mrs.  Henry  Thayer,  and  Miss  Irene  Sanger;  and  they  received  from 
him  a  deed  of  the  estate  occupied  by  the  Home  on  Avon  Place  valued  with 
the  furniture  at  about  $10,000.00.”

THE  AVON  HOME 

THE  Trustees  of  The  Avon  Home  express  their  gratitude  to 
their  Cambridge  friends  for  the  support  which  has  enabled 
them  to  close  a  year  of  marked  usefulness  within  the  income 
received.  The  hard  drag  of  the  previous  year  when  unemployment 
was  so  prevalent  has  been  succeeded  by  better  days  which  have 
brought  to  the  mechanic  and  laborer  results  that  have  enabled  them 
to  contribute  to  the  better  support  of  their  little  ones.  We  have 
contributed  to  the  care  and  support  of  a  larger  number  of  children 
than  ever  before  in  our  history,  and  have  been  able  to  find  board¬ 
ing  homes  for  them  all,  where  they  are  receiving  the  care  and 
training  of  well-ordered  family  life,  and  the  Trustees  desire  to 
assure  those  whose  kindly  interest  has  continued  with  them  that 
their  custom  of  visiting  every  month  these  boarding  homes  has 
been  one  of  ever-increasing  satisfaction.  Our  visits  have  con¬ 
vinced  us  that  our  children  are  not  only  happy  and  contented,  but 
that  they  are  receiving  the  care  and  instruction  which  will  fit 
them  for  useful  lives. 

Our  neighborhood  work  has  been  continued,  giving  to  children 
living  near  our  office  building  instruction  and  pleasure  during  the 
afternoon  and  Saturday  mornings.  This  work  has  included  phys¬ 
ical  training  and  lessons  in  sewing,  music  and  handicraft  work  of 
various  kinds,  and  we  feel  a  satisfaction  in  the  belief  that  this 
branch  of  our  activities  is  showing  good  results.  We  have  a  library 
which  has  offered  a  useful  part  of  the  children’s  enjoyment. 

Our  “May  Day  Fair”  was  a  day  of  great  pleasure  and  profit, 
and  proved  to  be,  as  it  has  for  many  years,  a  “field  day”  for  Cam¬ 
bridge  people. 

We  conclude  with  the  hope  that  all  who  are  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  Cambridge  children  will  continue  to  recognize  The 
Avon  Home  as  a  valuable  Cambridge  organization,  and  give  to  it 
their  financial  support.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
GENERAL  SECRETARY 

For  the  Eleven  Months  Ended  September  jo,  1922 

WE  close  our  financial  year  one  month  earlier  than  ever 
before,  and  every  minute  of  every  day  has  been  so  filled 
with  absorbing  work  for  human  beings  it  seems  im¬ 
possible  that  eleven  months  have  passed  since  we  made  our  last 
report  to  the  public. 

The  National  Conference 

The  work  of  The  Avon  Home  is  in  line  with  the  best  thought  of 
our  leaders  in  social  work.  The -National  Conference  this  year 
showed  some  great  changes  from  the  first  one  I  attended  years 
ago.  Many  ideas  are  different,  but  the  underlying  spirit  is  the 
same.  The  desire  for  the  best  good,  not  only  of  every  child  but  of 
the  children’s  parents,  was  strongly  emphasized.  In  the  past  and, 
I  regret  to  say,  even  in  the  present,  some  social  workers  feel  that 
a  child-helping  society  should  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  home 
or  family  life  of  the  child,  but  most  thinking  people  realize  that 
the  child  and  his  family  are  a  unit,  and  that  the  entire  family  must 
be  helped  and  built  up,  as  well  as  the  child  who  has  to  be  away 
from  his  family  for  a  time. 

Foster  Homes  and  Foster  Parents 

We  find  our  foster  parents  a  great  help  in  adjusting  family  re¬ 
lations.  Many  parents  have  told  us  they  never  understood 
their  children  until  they  saw  them  through  the  foster  parents’ 
eyes.  If  we  do  not  thoroughly  know  the  families  in  which  our 
children  are  born,  and  the  families  in  which  our  children  are  placed, 
we  can  do  no  constructive  work.  Each  child  we  take  is  carefully 
studied  before  being  placed,  as  there  is  always  one  foster  mother 
who  can  best  care  for  that  particular  child,  and  he  must  go  to  no 
other.  The  response  of  our  foster  parents  to  the  confidence  re¬ 
posed  in  them  is  most  satisfactory.  In  illustration  of  this,  let  me 
tell  you  the  happy  solution  of  a  very  perplexing  case.  In  November, 
1910,  a  colored  boy  whose  parents  were  both  dead  came  into  our 
care.  He  was  always  inclined  to  be  untruthful  and  disobedient, 
but  was  bright  and  in  many  ways  attractive.  As  he  grew  older  it 
seemed  better  to  place  him  in  a  white  family  under  the  care  of  a 
wise  man  and  woman,  who  did  their  best  and  grew  fond  of  him. 
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This  Mother  Took  Our  First  Placed-out  Boy 
and  Has  Never  Failed  Us 

Delicate  Children 

There  is  an  increasing  need  of  homes  where  the  foster  parents 
are  qualified  to  care  for  undernourished,  poorly  developed  children, 
and  also  for  those  with  lung  and  heart  difficulties.  The  demand 
has  grown  each  year,  but  we  have  been  most  fortunate  in  never 
having  to  turn  away  any  child  for  lack  of  the  right  home.  This 
year  we  have  given  541  weeks  of  care  to  this  type  of  child,  and  have 
been  rewarded  by  marked  improvement  in  each  case.  Every 
child  is  weighed  and  measured  when  admitted,  and  is  very  proud 
to  show  his  family  on  his  return  the  card  indicating  his  gain. 


He  reached  the  first  year  in  high  school  and  suddenly  ran  away. 
We  found  later  that  under  the  influence  of  a  relative  he  came  to 
the  city,  wandered  about,  and  finally,  with  a  gang  of  boys,  broke 
and  entered  a  store.  He  was  allowed  probation,  but  promptly  got 
into  trouble  again  and  was  sent  to  Concord  Reformatory.  This 
spring  he  was  to  be  discharged.  He  had  been  corresponding  with 
his  former  foster  parents,  and  we  had  visited  him.  At  his  and  the 
foster  parents’  urgent  request,  he  was  allowed  to  return  to  them, 
and  is  now  doing  well  and  proving  a  real  help  and  comfort  to  the 
family,  whom  he  says  he  hopes  never  to  leave  again. 
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Care  of  Eyes,  Teeth,  Throats,  etc. 

We  have  made  26  visits  with  children  to  our  oculist,  Dr.  Edward 
R.  Williams,  and  16  visits  with  children  to  Dr.  F.  J.  Goodridge, 
our  orthopedic  doctor.  Seven  children  have  had  adenoid  and 
tonsil  operations,  and  22  have  had  to  visit  the  dentist;  but  regular 
hours,  good  wholesome  food,  cleanly  habits,  and  fresh  air  in  the 
boarding  homes  make  regular  visits  of  a  doctor  almost  unknown. 
Great  thanks  are  due  all  our  doctors  for  their  unfailing  interest  and 
the  expert  care  given  so  freely  without  money  and  without  price.

Thrift  among  Our  Children 

Many  of  our  children  earn  money.  One  of  our  five-year-old 
boys  proudly  showed  to  a  Trustee  who  was  visiting  a  short  time 
ago  a  small  purse  full  of  pennies,  and  explained  that  he  had  earned 
them,  and  took  one  to  Sunday  School  each  Sunday.  A  large  num¬ 
ber  of  our  children  have  started  savings  accounts  with  the  money 
they  have  earned  from  time  to  time  by  doing  small  chores  or  run¬ 
ning  errands  for  the  foster  parents.  One  of  our  older  boys,  who  is 
now  earning  his  own  living  but  is  always  in  close  touch  with  us, 
has  $874.32  in  his  bank-book,  which  he  still  leaves  in  our  care; 
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and  one  girl,  also  self-supporting,  has  $90.19  in  the  bank,  besides 
a  Liberty  Bond,  every  cent  earned  by  her  own  efforts. 

Further  Education  Encouraged 

_  » 

We  have  nine  boys  in  Rindge  Technical  School,  thirteen  boys 
and  girls  in  the  high  school,  one  in  business  college,  and  two  in  trade 
school.  We  have  often  been  quite  discouraged  about  two  of  these 
girls  who  have  been  in  our  care  for  nearly  sixteen  years,  but  we 
have  worked  on,  once  or  twice  changing  their  foster  homes,  and 
several  times  trying  them  with  their  parents.  They  have  now 
been  with  their  mother  for  four  years,  always  watched  over  by  us, 
and  are  doing  well  and  will  soon  be  able  to  earn  their  living  in  a 
most  creditable  manner.  We  consider  any  girl  fortunate  who  goes 
to  the  Boston  Trade  School. 

Amusements 

Our  children  are  encouraged  to  look  for  their  amusements  in  the 
home  life  on  the  farm  or  in  the  town  where  they  are  placed.  The 
Sunday  School,  the  Grange,  local  ball  games,  county  fairs,  husk¬ 
ing  bees,  and  Community  Singing  classes  are  all  real  joys,  and  our 
Trustees,  who  visit  every  boarding  home,  acknowledge  they  never 
saw  a  happier,  healthier  set  of  children  than  ours. 

Christmas 

To  all  our  children,  whether  at  board  or  in  their  parents’  homes, 
or  those  who  are  members  of  our  Clubs  and  classes,  the  crowning 
joy  of  the  year  is  the  Christmas  season,  when  everyone  gives  and 
receives  and  all  show  the  true  Christmas  spirit.  Every  boarding 
child  has  a  gift  and  all  the  extra  things  possible.  Many  of  them 
have  Christmas  trees  which  they  themselves  have  helped  to  cut 
down  and  bring  home.  Each  one  hangs  his  or  her  stocking,  which 
is  well  filled.  Every  Trustee,  every  worker,  and  every  child  loves 
and  looks  forward  to  this  busv  and  blessed  season.  For  the  chil- 

J 

dren  of  our  Clubs,  classes  and  playground,  there  are  always  three 
parties  with  a  Christmas  tree  at  the  office  during  Christmas  week, 
as  there  are  so  many  children  of  such  varying  ages  it  would  be  im¬ 
possible  to  do  it  happily  in  one  day.  The  gifts  have  been  gathered 
throughout  the  year,  each  Trustee  giving  for  several  children,  and 
many  kind  friends  sending  dolls,  toys,  and  various  articles  such  as 
once  delighted  their  own  hearts  at  Christmas  time.  It  is  a  blessed 
season,  when  we  do  not  need  to  fear  that  we  shall  do  too  much  for 
anyone.  Miss  Caryl  Peabody  has  been  a  real  Santa  Claus  to  all 
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our  Playroom  children,  and  Mr.  William  H.  Lewis,  with  his  store 
at  1 8  Sparks  Street,  has  been  wonderful  in  his  gifts  of  apples  and 
oranges. 

Recreation  Center 

All  our  recreation  activities  increase  in  number  and  scope  as  the 
years  go  on.  Occasionally  someone  asks  if  we  feel  the  time  and 
expense  is  justified.  That  can  only  be  determined  by  the  results 
obtained,  which  should  be  a  closer,  better,  more  friendly  relation 
with  our  neighborhood,  and  ability  not  only  to  keep  the  boys 
and  girls  out  of  the  streets,  but  to  give  them  really  worth  while 
things  to  do,  and  worth  while  thoughts  to  think,  to  teach  them  to 
take  back  to  their  parents  greater  obedience,  and  to  their  schools 
better  behavior  and  harder  work,  to  play  fair,  to  stand  straight 
and  to  tell  the  truth.  If  these  things  are  really  accomplished  we 
feel  their  value  far  exceeds  any  time  and  expense  involved,  and 
is  surely  worth  while. 

Infantile  Paralysis  Work 

Our  work  for  the  Infantile  Paralysis  children  still  goes  on  every 
Thursday  and  Friday  morning,  and  we  wish  to  thank  those  kind 
friends  who  loan  their  cars  for  these  children  and  also  those  who 
sent  money  to  hire  cars  when  everyone  was  out  of  town  this  summer. 
We  want  to  say  how  glad  we  are  that  The  Avon  Home  is  in  Cam¬ 
bridge,  for  we  are  sure  no  city  has  so  many  kind  hearts  with  such 
real  love  for  the  children  as  is  shown  by  our  Cambridge  friends. 

We  need  more  volunteers,  and  would  be  most  grateful  to  have  a 
pianist  for  one  or  two  afternoons  a  week  for  our  gymnasium  and 
dancing  classes,  and  we  do  wish  all  our  friends  would  drop  into  our 
offices  and  see  the  many  kinds  of  interesting  work  done  there. 

Once  more  we  wish  to  thank  the  Clubs  and  Societies  and  Churches 
who  never  forget  that  children  must  have  clothes,  also  the  kind 
friend  who  not  only  made  it  possible  for  us  to  have  our  playground 
well  equipped  with  swings  and  slides  for  the  Club  children,  but 
also  enabled  us  to  keep  the  apparatus  in  good  order.  We  believe 
every  person  who  helps  the  work  of  The  Avon  Home  is  actively 
helping  to  make  the  good  citizens  of  the  future. 

Automobile 

Of  course  we  could  never  accomplish  half  we  do  without  our 
automobile,  which  took  us  over  15,000  miles  in  the  last  year  and 
five  months,  and  then  was  graduated,  a  new  one  coming  in  its 
place.  We  made  an  estimate  of  the  expense  of  the  car,  and  what  it 
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would  have  cost  to  have  done  the  same  amount  of  traveling  by 
train,  with  the  addition  of  carriage  hire  to  get  to  the  boarding  places 
from  the  stations,  and  find  it  would  have  cost  us  much  more  than 
twice  as  much.  No  child  is  ever  naughty  or  inclined  to  cry,  or  is 
ever  anything  but  happy  traveling  in  our  car.  In  fact  we  feel  our 
automobile  is  surely  worth  two  full-time  workers,  and  is  one  of  the 
best  assets  of  The  Avon  Home. 

Summary  of  the  Year’s  Work 

We  have  never  had  a  busier  year  or  one  more  full  of  satisfac¬ 
tion  and  pleasure  in  all  our  many  activities. 

The  children’s  clubs,  which  meet  every  afternoon  and  Satur¬ 
day  mornings  in  our  rooms  at  1000  Massachusetts  Avenue,  have 
full  classes  all  the  year  round.  The  lending  library  is  most  popular, 
and  we  would  be  thankful  for  more  books,  expecially  for  boys. 

In  the  eleven  months  which  this  report  covers  we  have  admitted 
to  our  boarding  homes  ioo  children,  ranging  from  three  weeks  old 
to  sixteen  years.  We  have  had  in  our  care  at  board,  during  the 
eleven  months,  214  children,  and  have  provided  vacations  for  eight 
weary  mothers  and  many  delicate  children.  Among  the  children 
in  our  care  at  one  time  were  five  pairs  of  twins,  all  but  one  of  whom 
were  boys.  We  have  lost  no  child  by  death,  and  two  have  been 
well  and  happily  adopted. 

There  are  272  members  enrolled  in  our  Clubs  and  Classes,  we 
have  419  children  on  our  follow-up  list,  and  have  cared  for,  visited 
and  helped  in  some  way  a  total  of  975  children  in  the  eleven  months 
from  November  1,  1921,  to  October  1,  1922.

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  AVON  HOME 


Article  I 

Name. — The  name  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  “The  Avon 
Home.”  Its  object  shall  be  to  benefit  “Children  found  destitute 
within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Cambridge,  as  existing  in  1874.” 

Article  II 

Membership.  —  The  members  of  this  Corporation  shall  be 
twenty-three  in  number,  to  be  called  Trustees.  Vacancies  shall  be 
caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  by  failure  to  attend  for  twelve 
consecutive  months  some  meeting  of  the  Corporation,  without 
excuse  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees.  When  such  failure  occurs, 
the  Trustees  shall  by  vote  record  the  fact  and  declare  the  member¬ 
ship  vacant.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  remaining  Trustees.  This  article  of  the  By-Laws  shall  not  be 
altered,  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Trustees. 

Article  III 

Officers. — The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Clerk,  a  Committee  of  Three  for  the 
care  of  the  Permanent  Fund  (one  of  whom  shall  be  the  President), 
to  be  chosen  by  ballot  from  the  Trustees  at  the  annual  meeting, 
or  at  some  adjournment  thereof,  and  to  hold  office  for  one  year 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

They  shall  severally  perform  the  customary  duties  of  such 
officers;  and  the  President,  or  a  committee  previously  appointed 
for  the  purpose,  and  Treasurer  shall  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 
The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  of  the  Committee  for  the  care 
of  the  Permanent  Fund  shall  be  audited  at  least  once  every  year. 
The  Trustees  may,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  committees  to  aid 
in  the  transaction  of  business. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  Trustees  shall  elect,  to  serve  till  the 
next  annual  meeting,  a  Board  of  Advisors  to  consist  of  five  or 
more  persons,  not  Trustees,  who  may  be  called  upon  to  consult 
and  advise  with  the  Trustees,  and  may  be  requested  to  meet  with 
any  of  their  committees  or  to  assist  in  their  work. 
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Article  IV 

Meetings.  —  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
held  on  the  second  Friday  in  October,  at  such  place  and  hour  as 
the  President  and  Clerk  may  appoint.  Regular  meetings  shall  be 
held  every  month  at  some  convenient  place.  Special  meetings 
may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two  Trustees,  upon  two  days’ 
notice,  to  be  given  by  the  Clerk.  Eleven  Trustees  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  seven  Trustees  at  any  regular 
or  special  meeting. 

Article  V 

Seal.  —  The  seal  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  circular  in  form, 
with  the  inscription,  “The  Avon  Home,  Cambridge,  1874,”  and 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Clerk. 

Article  VI 

Amendments.  —  These  By-Laws,  with  the  exception  of  Article  II, 
may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  Trustees  at  any 
annual  meeting,  or  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Trustees  at  any 
regular  or  special  meeting,  provided  that  a  notice  of  the  proposed 
amendment  has  been  inserted  in  the  call  for  such  meeting. 


RULES  OF  THE  AVON  HOME 


I.  Children  admitted  to  the  care  of  the  Home  shall  live  in  pri¬ 
vate  families  under  the  supervision  of  the  General  Secretary. 

II.  Except  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  no  child  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  care  of  the  Home  without  the  consent  of  one  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Admission,  or  should  there  not  be  one  member 
in  the  city,  of  any  two  Trustees,  and  a  certificate  of  examination 
from  the  Visiting  Physician.  Each  case,  accompanied  by  a  brief 
statement  of  the  circumstances,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Trustees 
at  their  next  regular  meeting. 

III.  No  child  in  the  care  of  the  Home  shall  be  allowed  to  visit 
friends  or  relatives  unless  under  distinctly  favorable  conditions, 
approved  by  one  member  of  the  Committee  on  Admission,  and  the 
General  Secretary,  and  reported  in  writing  to  the  Trustees  at  their 
next  meeting. 
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IV.  In  case  of  death,  no  child  shall  be  taken  from  its  boarding 
home  for  burial  without  a  religious  service  being  held  there,  except 
with  the  consent  of  one  of  the  Committee  on  Admission,  who  fully 
understands  the  reason  for  removal. 

V.  The  parents  and  relatives  of  the  children  shall  be  permitted 
to  visit  them  not  oftener  than  once  a  week,  never  more  than  two 
at  a  time,  and  never  on  Sunday  except  by  special  arrangement 
made  by  the  General  Secretary  with  the  boarding  woman. 

VI.  The  General  Secretary  shall  investigate  thoroughly,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Committee  on  Admission,  all  applications 
for  the  admission  of  children  to  the  care  of  the  Home,  and  make 
prompt  report  thereon  to  the  chairman,  or  in  her  absence  to  some 
other  member,  of  the  Committee. 

She  shall  also  maintain  relations  with  parents  while  their  children 
are  in  the  care  of  the  Home,  with  the  object  of  aiding  to  remove 
the  unsatisfactory  conditions  that  led  to  the  admission  of  the  chil¬ 
dren;  and  continue  in  relation  with  children  and  their  parents  or 
other  relatives  after  the  withdrawal  of  the  children  from  the  care 
of  the  Home,  with  a  view  to  preserving  the  good  influences  which 
it  is  hoped  the  Home  will  have  exerted  on  those  under  its  care. 

It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Secretary  to  investi¬ 
gate  families  where  children  may  be  boarded,  and  to  visit  children 
who  are  placed  in  private  families;  to  continue  in  relation  with 
rejected  applicants,  with  the  object  of  aiding  them  to  improve  the 
conditions  which  led  to  application;  to  meet  with  the  Committee 
on  Admission  and  Discharge;  and  to  make  a  report  in  writing  at 
each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Trustees. 

VII.  At  the  annual  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible, 
the  President  shall  appoint  the  Monthly  Visitors  for  the  ensuing 
year,  arranged  in  two  lists:  those  on  one  list  to  begin  visiting  on 
the  first  of  each  month,  and  those  on  the  other  list  to  begin  on  the 
fifteenth,  each  to  visit  the  homes  one  month,  and  report  at  the 
next  monthly  meeting.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Visitors,  dur¬ 
ing  their  term,  to  visit  the  boarding  homes  with  the  General  Secre¬ 
tary  and  to  advise  with  her  regarding  special  cases. 

VIII.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Corporation,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  President  at  the  annual  meeting,  shall  be  as 
follows:  — 

1.  A  Committee  on  Admission  and  Discharge,  who,  in  addition 
to  the  duties  mentioned  above,  shall  keep  a  register  containing 
the  names,  ages,  and  birthplaces  of  the  children,  date  of  admis- 
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sion  and  any  other  information  obtained.  This  Committee 
shall,  with  the  General  Secretary,  secure  suitable  homes  for  all 
children  needing  adoption.  This  Committee  shall  consist  of  eight 
members,  two  members  retiring  and  two  new  members  being  ap¬ 
pointed  annually  at  the  discretion  of  the  President. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Clothing,  who  shall  see  that  necessary 
supplies  are  secured,  wherever  possible,  through  friends.  Gifts  of 
clothing  should  be  sent  to  The  Avon  Home  Office,  1000  Massachu¬ 
setts  Avenue. 

3.  An  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  have^  in  the  interval 
between  the  meetings  of  the  Corporation,  all  the  powers  of  the 
Trustees,  except  as  to  the  expenditure  of  sums  exceeding  fifty 
dollars.  This  Committee  shall  report  any  exercise  of  its  powers  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Corporation  for  its  approval. 

4.  The  chairman  of  each  Committee  shall  present  at  the  annual 
meeting  a  full  report,  in  writing,  of  the  work  of  the  Committee  for 
the  preceding  year. 

5.  The  President  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  standing 
committees. 

IX.  All  bills  shall  receive  the  written  approval  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  or  person  authorized  to  make  the  expenditure  before  pay¬ 
ment  by  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  Committee  of  Three  for  the  care  of  the  Permanent  Fund 
shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  securities  and  other  invest¬ 
ments  held  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  The  Avon  Home, 
and  shall  collect  interest  and  other  income  and  pay  the  same  to 
the  Treasurer,  who  shall  receipt  therefor.  They  shall  make  all 
permanent  investments,  keep  an  account  thereof  and  of  the  in¬ 
come  therefrom,  and  report  to  the  Corporation  at  the  annual 
meeting,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Corporation  may  request. 
They  shall  rent  a  box  in  the  vaults  of  the  Harvard  Trust  Company, 
which  shall  be  opened  only  in  the  presence  of  two  members  of  said 
Committee.
